The maxi- 
mum prices of manufacturers 
are supposed to be arrived at 
after detailed costing. If, 
nevertheless, a margin re- 
mains which allows higher 
wages to be paid, surely the 
consumer pays for it. There 
are many complaints about 
poor quality goods. Controls 
are of little avail if prices are 
kept down but quality de- 
teriorates. The consumer just 
peys more than he should for 
goods of a poor quality. What 
is more, plants which adhere 
t» their former standards are 
at a disadvantage in compari- 
sor with those who compro- 
mise with their workers at 
the expense of the consumer 

It has often been pointed 
out that, under the present 
system, competition no longer 
fulfils the role of keeping the 
producer on his toes. As the 
market absorbs everyhing that 
ts proctuced, and the consumer 
ix ready to pay what is asked 
without taking quality into 
account there. is a strong 
temptation to make hay for
